This tiresome disease 
is 
sometimes 
looked upon as a penalty for the luxuri­ 
ous living of comparatively modern days, 
but as a matter of fact it has aimctod man 
from the earliest times, says All th4 Year 
Round. 
Not long ago a mummy was unwound 
In Egypt which was shown by inscriptions 
to be the mortal remains of One of tho 
Pharoahs, and the knotted fingers proved 
incontestably that this 
monarch—who 
reigned 3,000 years ago—was a victim to 
gout. 
The Romans we know from several 
passages in their literature 
were 
no 
strangers to its attacks, and in their times 
as in ours it was largely attributed to high 
living. 
A curious fact in connection with 
gout in the days of the Casars is that it 
is said to have then found its victims 
chiefly among the weaker sex, who nowa­ 
days are comparatively^free from it. 
The writings of Galen, Hippocrates and 
other Greek physicians show that gout 
was as common in ancient Greece as in her 
great Latin rival. 
Galen said of it that it 
was a distemper which none but the gods 
could cure—an 
opinion that must be 
shared by many sufferers who have tried 
in vain to obtain relief from its twinges. 
Tne doctor who deserves the monument 
ars high as St. Paul’s, as wide as the 
Thames, and ^as enduring as time—which 
Dr. Johnson declared awaited him who 
found a cure for the gout—is still to come, 
for though its attacks may no doubt be 
modified by regulating the diet and taking 
abundant exercise, no one has yet been 
able to prove himself a master of the art 
of healing this most difficult of the many 
difficult discases to which flesh is heir. 
The variety of the remedies recommend­ 
ed for a complaint is a safe index of its 
susceptibility to treatment; and at one 
time or another the doctors have professed 
themselves to bo believers in almost every 
conceivable method of neutralizing the 
effects of this one. 
It has been attacked 
with acids, alkalies, with fire and water, 
cauterization having been once tho favor­ 
ite form of remedy for it, as “aqua pura’* 
was in the early days of the present cen­ 
tury. 
Dr. Sydenham, the renowned English 
physician of the seventeenth century, who 
knew by painful experience what gout was, 
declared it to be almost tho only disease 
which destroys more rich men than poor 
men, more men of great intellect than men 
of ordinary capacity and understanding. 
He says: 
“ Great kings, emperors, generals, ad­ 
mirals, and philosophers have all died of 
gout. 
Hereby nature shows her im­ 
partiality, since those whom she favors in 
one way she afflicts in another. * ’ 
Gout is, in short, according to this 
authority, one of the revenges of good 
fortuno and plenty; but however true this 
may have been in Sydenham’s time the 
ailment is more democratic now and shows 
no such nice distinction of class. 
La­ 
borers who keep away from the beer-shop 
are hardly over attacked by it, but overin­ 
dulgence in malt liquors is one of the 
surest passports to gout.

M il w a u k e e , Wis., Aug. 27.—Men are 
pouring into Milwaukee like dies into a 
flytrap. 
After they once get in it would 
be just as bard on them as on the flies 
shoald they attempt to get out 
It is an 
irresistible torrent of people. 
It is like an 
army swarming over breastworks that 
have but recently been deserted. They are 
coming in organized companies, in well 
drilled regiments, and in disorderly mobs 
of individual visitors. 
Such an invasion has never before been 
seen in Milwaukee. 
Trains at the North­ 
western and the union depots have arrived 
about every twenty minutes all day, and 
even tho railway officials were astonished 
at the crowd. Tho great bulk of the visit­ 
ors marched out to the big camps three or 
four miles from the business center of the 
city. 
The women and children marched along, 
too, and nil day long there was a great 
disorganized 
procession 
streaming up 
Grand avenue. 
From 70,000 to 80,000 
strangers arrived Monday Lefore sundown 
and 50,000 came in before l l o’clock Mon­ 
day night. 
It was a grand stampede and 
a drove of Texas cattle could not have 
squaled it. 
The big camps are populated 
and at night ale ablaze with campfires 
and enlivened by the songs of the men 
who marched away from the North so 
gayly ever twenty years ago and who 
trudged back so grimly four years later. 
It is a grand reunion and no mistake. 
Tho veterans who wear the blue clothes, 
tho slouch hats, and the modest gold 
braid in Milwaukee are truly veterans in 
years as well as experience.

School for 2,000 Men and W omen. 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger a few 
days ago had tho following: 
“ In order to 
correct erroneous impressions about the 
Drexel Industrial institution, which it wa3 
intended to establish at Wayne, near here, 
it is thought advisable to make a brief 
statement, giving the original purpose of 
A. J. Drexel, with a review of the cir­ 
cumstances which have modified and en­ 
larged that purpose. 
His first thought 
was to 
establish 
an 
industrial 
col­ 
lege for girls, in which 
they should 
bo trained in 
such a 
way 
as 
tQ 
help them to employment and occupations 
in which they could earn a liberal living. 
Accommodations and facilities for hous­ 
ing, boarding, and training about 200 
girls were to be furnished. 
To this end 
land and buildings were purchased at 
Wayne, and architectural plans prepared 
by competent architects. 
It was thought 
the contemplated institution might also 
accommodate about 400 or 500 more girls 
who could get to the school during the 
day, get their luncheon there, and get 
I ack to their own homes in the evening. 
“ After deliberation it was found that 
this scheme had several drawbacks, the 
chief of which was tho withdrawal of the 
girls from home influence, together with 
the belief that the sphere of usefulness of 
such an institution might be very greatly 
enlarged by the adoption of another plan, 
abandoning the idea of boarding the girls, 
and establishing the institute within tho 
city limits. 
“ It is now the purpose of Mr. Drexel to 
provide funds to purchase lands and con­ 
struct [buildings for the maintenance of a 
full corps of instructors for an industrial 
institute for young women and young men, 
that will accommodate for their instruction 
and training, as many as 1,000 girls in the 
daytime and 1,000 boys at night. 
Tho 
facilities and instructions to be provided 
for this school are to bo free of any and all 
cost to its students forever—that is, so far 
as the provision of ample funds and busi­ 
ness foresight can assure.

SHOT BY A STAGE ROBBER. 


A. C. Fleesclibain M ortally and D. Mack- 
erehar Hazily H urt in M ichigan. 
A s h l a n d , Wis., Aug. 2 7 .—Black B art's 
most daring deeds in the mountain passes 
of California and Colorado have l>een 
outdone bv a lone highwayman, who held 
up and robbed tho stage running between 
Gogebic, on the Milwaukee, Lake Shore 
S 
W estern railroad, ju st over the line in 
ichigan, and Gogebic Lake, a summer 
Resort where people from tho largo cities 
spefid dog days. 
Ag the stage was running along a t a 
lively gait through a dense forest, about 
ttfo miles from the station, a man jum ped 
but in front of It, and, pointing two big 
navy revolvers at tho driver, commanded 
him in good old Western style to throw up 
his hands, at tho same timo extending the 
same order to the four passengers inside 
the coach, with the further provision that 
they “shell out’’ all locso valuables and 
currency. 
One of the passengers wont down in his 
pocket, but instead of bringing up his 
pocltetbook he clinched a pistol in his hand 
And began firing at tho robber. 
The des­ 
perado immediately returned tho fire, and, 
although the driver whipped the horses 
into a mad gallop, his aim was true. 
D. 
Mackerchar, a bookkeeper in tho First 
National bank of Minneapolis, receiving 
the first bullet in his cheek, while a second 
went crashing through his leg. 
Another passenger named A. C. Fleesch- 
bain of Belleville, 
IIL, 
was m ortally 
wounded 
He was up in the seat as the 
horses were whipped away ju st in time to 
receive a bullet in the hip. 
He fell for­ 
ward and pitched over the side of the 
coach into the roadway. 
The horses con­ 
tinued to run and the wounded man was 
left to take his chances with the robber. 
That villain threatened at first to kill him, 
but finally desisted after securing $37 and 
his victim ’s watch and chain. 
The wounded man lay bleeding in the 
road for three hours before any one 
courageous enough to go to his succor was 
found. 
S e was taken to the hospital at 
Bessemer, but tho loss of blood was so 
great as to blight all hopes of recovery. 
M ackerchar was taken to Kagle River for 
treatm ent and from there to his home a t 
Minneapolis. 
Thoro are grave doubts as 
to his recovery also. 
There were two passengers on the coach, 
but neither of them were molested. 
They 
were William Paddon of 150 Washington 
street, Chicogo, and Robert Rinlout of tho 
Bank of Montreal, Chicago. 
The party 
was out on a fishing trip, and was com­ 
posed of wealthy men. 
A description of the robber tallies to the 
letter with that of the daring freebooter 
who went through a Northwestern train 
near Ellis Junction some time ago. 
Sheriff 
Dave Foley of Bessemer at once organized 
a posse of a dozen men and has gone in 
pursuit. 
The chances for capture are 
very slim.

The train was tho vestibule limited from 
Kansas City to Chicago, and was going at 
the usual speed, about thirty-fivo miles an 
hour, when the accident occurred. 
The cause is unknown, 
but it is sup­ 
posed that a brake beam on the baggage 
car fell to tho ground. 
The locomotive 
and tender remained 011 tho track, and by 
drawing the cars until they finally broke 
and rolled sideways great loss of Ufo was 
prevented. 
Tho cars ran about GOO feet 
over the ties, giving the passengers a tel*- 
rible shaking up. 
Many wcro thrown 
over the seats, and falling in all sorts of 
places and positions received all kind-, of 
injuries.

THE STRIKE SPREADING. 


Tlionsands o f Sympathizers [Joining the 
London B ock Laborers. 
C ondon, Aug. 27.—The strike of dock 
laborers is gaining new adherents hourly, 
and there is talk of compelling laborers in 
all the trades to quit work, but no vio­ 
lence has been attempted.

M arvelous Changes W rought by Invent­ 
ors in H alf a Century. 
I 
One need not be very old to have a j 
distinct recollection of his daily life, its I 
conditions and environments, fifty years | 
ago, when the patent system of the United 
States was in its early infancy, says the 
Inventive Age. 
Then the country was 
almost entirely agricultural, for our grand 
career in m anufactures and the industrial 
arts was just beginning. 
It virtually bo­ 
gan with the patent system—tho creation 
of tho patent office—and it has kept pace 
with the development of th at system, so 
this magnificent progress stands as tho 
indisputable result of tho system. 
Iii 
other words, 
we 
owe 
our 
splendid 
achievements in manufactures and the arts 
to the stimulus that tho patent laws have 
given to invention. 
Fifty years ago most of the people of 
the 
United 
States were clothed from 
the products of the domestic spinning 
wheel and hand loom. 
Tho itinerant shoe­ 
maker went from house to house, 
setting 
up his bench and plying his vocation in tho 
farm ers’ kitchens. 
There were no planing 
mills, no shofs for the manufacture of 
doors, sashes, or blinds. 
All the work of 
the builder, including carpenters’ and tin­ 
ners’ work, was done by hand. 
Tho car­ 
penter, if a good one, got a dollar a day. 
Coal was consumed hut by few families 
even in the large cities, and by nobody in 
the smaller towns of tho country. 
Tho 
tailors, 
like the shoemakers, 
catno 
to 
the house and made into clothing the 
Cloth woven by the mother and daughters, 
with a litt'e help from tile fulling-mill, 
that was generally near tho grist mill of 
tho neighborhood. 
Tho railroad and tele­ 
graph had not yet added their powers to 
the forces of civilization. 
This year, 1889, 
is no more liko 1839 than tho hand loom is 
like tho cotton factory. “ Better fifty years 
of Europe than a cycle of C athay.’’ Better 
one year of life th at is lived under the new t 
conditions than any number of years of 
the hard existence that was drudged out 
under the old conditions. 
It is only the 
hopeless pessimistic soul, the constitutional 
and incurable grumbler, that does not 
recognize the blessings that have come 
with the march of invention. 
For all 
those, let it he borne in mind, we are in­ 
debted to the system that has fostered in ­ 
vention and secured to inventors the right 
to enjoy the ^products of their own brains 
and hands.

A correspondent of an English news­ 
paper furnishes a graphic description of 
the sensations experienced in climbing tho 
celebrated Eiffel tower at Baris. 
Midway 
in tho ascent ho slopped to breathe, and 
even thsro the apparently l>ottomless|depth 
of tho gulf below gave him a very singular 
feeling of helplessness. 
The maze of stays and girders seems 
hopelessly confused. 
Though tho hand­ 
rail is high enough, still there are thoughts 
of going over, ^ which are anything but 
pleasant. 
However, 
perseverance is well repaid 
when oue steps out on to tho top platform. 
A mountain one thousand foot high is 
thought to bo merely a hill, but thoro is no 
comparison between one thousand feet of 
mountain and ono thousand feet of Eiffel. 
The absence of any ground falling away 
from one’s feet or of surrounding moun­ 
tains, gives a sense of isolation and un­ 
naturalness new to any hut a balloonist or 
steeple-jack. 
It takes a few moments before ono can 
m uster nerve to walk to the edge of tho 
platform and look over. 
You m ust have 
a strong head to do that. 
An apparently 
smooth band of metal, though it is really 
a network of bars, falls away a t a steep 
angle to the ground. 
There, huddled to ­ 
gether, seem to ho a few skylights glisten­ 
ing in the sun. 
In reality these are tho 
exhibition buildings, and one cannot at 
once realize that the winding rivulet is the 
silver Seine. 
The Font do Jena is liko n 
Straw, and the other bridges lecomo less 
and less definable. 
The overpowering sense of one’s own 
Insignificance for a time prevents a recog­ 
nition of fam iliar buildings. 
That gilt 
button is the magnificent dome of tho 
Invalides; that stump of sealing wax is tho 
monument in the Place de la Bastille; tho 
Pantheon looks liko a new halfpenny; the 
towers of Notre Dame ore scarcely dis­ 
tinguishable; St. Augustin m ight be any­ 
thing; and tho Arc de Triomphe requires 
careful identification. 
Paris is hut a m at 
tn a carpet of green and.blue. 
The only 
distinguishable moving objects are sm all 
clouds of white smoke traveling slowly 
along—the railways themselves not exist­ 
ing even in a line.

meaning 
“ lieautiful.” 
But 
probably 
a 
tatter 
authority for tho moaning of the word was 
Antoine Lo Claire, a half-breed of tho Sac 
and Fox nations, 
who always asserted 
humorously th at he was the first white 
man horn in Iowa, though his mother was 
an Indian. 
He was employed for many 
years by tho United States as an inter­ 
preter in its dealings with the various In ­ 
dian tribes. 
His definition of tho word 
was, “ Hero is tho spot—this is tho place 
—to dwell in peace.” 
It is very certain, 
however, that the name of the State and 
the name of one of its secondary rivers, 
running through a large part of tho cen­ 
ter of tho Stato, is derived from the name 
of tho tribe.

tiylng to get a footing en his slippery 
quarters. 
A t last one manages to scram ­ 
ble up and one finds one’s self on a squaro 
cushion almost as slippery as the ele­ 
phant's back. 
Tho first time, when the 
reat beast rises on his fore legs, then on 
h b hind ones, it is all ono can do to hold 
by the ropes which are fastened to 
the sides of the pad; hut practice makes 
perfect and in a short time ono learns to 
adapt one’s self to the curious motion.

good small elephant will shuffle along eas­ 
ily a t the rate of five miles an hour, 
climbing steep ravines and other obstruc­ 
tions, so that the rider often finds himself 
hanging on in an almost perpendicular 
position.

Numerous complaints having come to 
me from water consumers during tho 
past two weeks concerning the condition 
of the water furnished by the Janesville 
Wa Ur Company, I have made a harried 
examination of the same and herewith 
present yon the results as far as ascer­ 
tained : 
On the 22nd inst. I visited several lo­ 
calities and opened the fire I: ydrams for 
the p u rp o se^ examining the water. The 
hydrants were turned on full bead aud 
the water alk wed to How freely for sev­ 
eral minutes. 
In each case I found the 
water in very bad condition; 
it was 
muddy, full of iron rust, stagnant, and 
emitted a very offensive odor. I then 
visited the stand-pipe, going to the top 
for the purpose of examining toe water 
therein. This was about six o’olock in 
the evening, and I found about fifty-five 
feet of water therein, which, from the 
top, appeared clear. 
On the 25tb inst. I collected specimens 
of the water from different localities on 
the water mains, and herewith present 
the same to you. 
Specimen No. I was taken from the 
corner of Hickory and Glen streets. 
Specimen No. 2 was taken from the 
corner of Madison and Ravine streets. 
Specimen No. 3 was taken from the 
work is r corner of Center and Western avenue?. 
[ 
Specimen No. 4 was taken from the 
oornet of Park avenue aud North street. 
Specimen No. 5 was taken from No. 2 
engine house. 
Specimen No. 6 was taken from 293 
South Main street. 
In each case when the hydrant was 
open the water emitted an offensive odor, 
at first it was deeply colored with mud, 
then iron rust, becoming clearer accord­ 
ing to the time the water was alk wed to 
How. The specimens were all taken af­ 
ter the water had been allowed to flow 
with a good head for the space of one 
minute and a half. 
In my opinion this examination dem­ 
onstrates that the water as now furnished 
by the Janesville Water Co. is not “pure 
and wholesome,” but has been allowed 
to remain in the water pipes stagnant, 
until it bas become unfit for domestic 
use. 
There is no question as to the punty 
of the water as it flows from the well. 
Fearing that a continued use of this 
water in the present condition will re­ 
sult in impairing the health of all wa 
ter consumers, if not id some epidemic 
disease, I have deemed if my duty to sail 
your attention to the same, acct urge that 
you adopt seme measure to compel the 
company to furnish pure and wholesome 
water to water takers. 
I wonld suggest that the company be 
required to draw the water from the 
stand pipe, simultaneously open all dead 
ends end thoroughly cleanse all pipes 
from tbiB impure water by forcing from 
their pumps.
